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newspaper clippings, which, like Mile. Snevellici, "the Parson" care- 
fully preserved (when they were in his praise), that one hardly no- 
tices the joining of the two. 

Mr. Massey's name, at one time as well known in Virginia as that 
of any man of his generation, is rapidly fading into obscurity. He was 
the father of "Readjustment" and only displaced from "that bad em- 
inence by General Mahone, who literally stole his thunder and reaped 
the harvest which Mr. Massey had sown. This book is a valuable 
study of the history of that movement, and clearly shows that the 
credit — or discredit — of that movement belongs to Mr. Massey. His 
life — outside of his stormy career in politics — is one of no extraordi- 
nary interest, but the collection of newspaper articles, letters, etc., 
most admirably arranged, is of a distinct value to the future political 
historian. Their preservation and Mr. Massey's own comments upon 
them, unconsciously reveal the colossal egotism of the man more than 
any other writing could do. The efforts of Mr. Massey and the "Big 
Four" to loosen the grip of "Mabonism" upon the State are set out 
with great clearness and the service thus rendered the Common- 
wealth was one for which even the bitterest enemies of "the Parson" 
must give him high praise The book is one worthy of perusal as 
portraying the life of a skiitul, wary and astute politican, whose suc- 
cess was as remarkable as that of any man of his time — who managed 
to retain his grip alike upon the pulpit and the rostrum and who was 
in many ways an unique and puzzling personalty.

This volume, with the exception of the article on Corporations and 
the article upon Copyright, relates to matters purely English but not 
the less interesting on that account. The articles on Copyright and 
Corporations can be read with interest by the American as well as 
the English lawyer. The article upon County Courts, which takes 
up a third of the volume, must prove of interest to those lawyers 
who desire to have information as to the English courts. 

We enjoy the examination of each one of these volumes as they 
appear. The work is so well done, the proposition of law so clearly 
-put and the arrangement so logical that it might well be taken as a 
model for any law work.

With the examination of each volume of these reports one is con- 
vinced that the work of selection and annotation is peculiarly well 
done. The cases are, with a few necessary exceptions, all of general 
interest and not such as would be confined to any particular locality. 
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Each case being annotated, one does not have to search through a 
number of volumes to find the points of law which he desires. 

We have been particularly struck with the novelty and general in- 
terest of several of the cases in the present volume. The notes to 
Lasell v. Boardman on the- question of Historical Works as Evi- 
dence, present excellent authorities upon this question. The annota- 
tions of the State v. Canty in regard to the right of a state to enjoin 
an act which is both a nuisance and a crime, present a question of 
more than ordinary interest; and in the case of Territory v. McCand- 
less, page 795, the question of the validity and effect of a city ordi- 
nance covering the same ground as a statute, together with the note 
in 4th Annotated Cases No. 1, brings this question up to -date. 

We find these reports of increasing value with each volume.
